--Transparency International (TI) has released its 2005 
corruption perceptions index. TI gave Venezuela the same 
score as in 2004, but Venezuela's ranking in comparison to 
other countries in the western hemisphere worsened in the new 
survey. Venezuela is now viewed as more corrupt than every 
country surveyed in the region except Paraguay and Haiti. TI 
coordinator for Latin America Alejandro Salas told the local 
press Venezuela had not improved its ranking because it 
"simply had not made an effort to reform anything." 
Venezuelan comptroller general Clodosbaldo Russian took issue 
in late October with the report's methodology and attributed 
Venezuela's ranking to press publicity and the parochial 
interests of the multilateral institutions that financed TI, 
according to press reports. Vice President Rangel suggested 
the TI report was part of a US and international media 
campaign to discredit the Chavez government. 
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The Carapaica Revolutionary Movement, a 
pro-Chavez armed group, held a press conference in September 
in which it criticized the Chavez government for not jailing 
one corrupt official, including those of former 
administrations. The masked revolutionaries said, "it would 
seem (President Bush's) 'power syndrome’ also afflicts our 
President." They announced their support for Walter
